Inevitably, the 
Southern Kingdom gave over to 
idolatry as well, though on a 
smaller scale than that of the 
N orthern Kingdom. 
Hosea frequently used his un­ 
fortunate marital experience as 
an example of his countrymen’s 
willful alienation from God and 
His holy purposes. Israel had 
abandoned God for false gods. 
She broke His laws and spurned 
His love. But just as he had 
purchased his w-ife and restored 
her to a place of honor and love 
in their home — subject, of 
course, to discipline until she 
learned the meaning of their 
life together — so God w’ould 
discipline and ultimately restore 
the children of Israel, chastened 
and w-illing to obey Him. 
Certainly God s discipline Is 
stern, but not revengeful. His 
purpose is our salvation, not our 
destruction. To accomplish this 
we sometimes need to learn 
some necessary truths. None of 
us likes discipline, and our most 


placing chaos w ith tranquillity. 
H e will show her m ercy and 
compassion in faithfulness and 
constancy. And the people will 
be fully restored to fellowship 
with Him. 
The concluding verses of the 
assigned lesson present one of 
the m ost rem arkable prophecies 
pertaining to Israel as a nation 
to be found in the Old T esta­ 
m e n t The N orthern Kingdom 
was doomed to be w ithout po­ 
litical liberty or ecclesiastical 
privilege for m any years. 
They w ere without a king, 
w ithout 
princely 
o r 
priestly 
function, and w ithout prophetic 
instruction. They had no temple 
so they could m ake no sacri­ 
fices. They had no priests, so 
there was no need for priestly 
garm ents. And they didn't even 
have their images, teraphim or 
idols which had brought them 
to such a state. 
This deprivation of religious 
privileges was certainly punish­ 
m ent for their irreligious and 
spiritual rebellion. B ut it w’as 
also an era of learning. And the 
day would come when Israel 
would return to the Lord and to 
Da’rid—or the Davidic family— 
her king.

Secrecy Is Not New 
La ff-A- Day 


Sigma Delta Chi, the society of pro­ 
fessional journalists, has lobbed an­ 
other grenade at the Johnson adminis­ 
tration’s credibility gap. 
Despite the 
President’s 
statement 
that “no one should be able to pull 
curtains of security around decisions 
which can be revealed without injury 
to the public interest,” officials of lead­ 
ing government departments continue 
to do just that, the journalists charge. 
This is particularly frustrating to 
those who hoped things would become 
better in the wake of the new Freedom 
of Information law, which specifically 
forbids bureaucrats to withhold infor­ 
mation about matters that do not in­ 
valve national security. 
Still, Sigma Delta Chi should have 
made it more clear that this certainly 
is no new problem. Every administra­ 
tion has roused newsmen’s wrath by 
covering up information to which the 
public is entitled, or by issuing mis­ 
leading or inaccurate reports. 
Nothing points this out more lucidly 
than one of the instances of which the 
report complains, the Otto Otepka case. 
A former chief security officer in the 
State Department, Otepka was fired fol­ 
lowing his revelation of s o rn e intern­ 


al State Department irregularities. He 
was given only a secrt hearing, al­ 
though “a study of this entire 
case 
makes it obvious that the State Depart­ 
ment was misusing a claim of national 
security for purposes of hiding or ob­ 
scuring the record,” the report said. 
But. although the administration has 
continued to 
hide 
or obscure 
t h e 
Otepka facts, it is only fair to point 
out that the case origirated under the 
Kennedy administration. 
Bureaucrats will always have a ten­ 
dency to cover up. lie o r mislead in 
order to downplay their mistakes, and 
make their w o r k lo o k as g d as pos­ 
sible. Working 
newsmen know this, 
and thus have a healthy suspicion re­ 
garding government statements, which 
often helps to uncover the truth. 
The public, too, should cultivate an 
attitude of not being overly gullible. 
It is necessary to continue to needle 
government officials about this matter 
of secrecy. Newspapers will never suc­ 
ceed in doing away entirely with gov­ 
ernment secrecy but they at least can 
keep it to a minimum by continuous in­ 
sistence upon obedience to the Free­ 
dom of Information law.

President Johnson’s offer to meet 
Hanoi’s leaders “on a neutral ship on 
a neutral sea” has received the expect­ 
ed response. It is the same that has 
greeted repeated offers to “go any­ 
where any tim e” to talk peace. 
Hanoi’s reply has not varied in two 
years of escalating warfare. 
In es­ 
sence it is: Stop the bombing, with­ 
draw all U. S. and other foreign troops, 
allow the Vietnamese to settle their af­ 
fairs under the program of the National 
Liberation Front.

Hanoi’s hopes clearly are pinned on a 
collapse of the American will at home. 
If that is so, Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
are guilty of reading too much int anti­ 
war demonstrations in the U. S. 
No American likes being caught up 
in this war. But Hanoi would be guilty 
of mistaking noise for numbers if it be­ 
lieved anything like a majority favor­ 
ed peace on its terms of quit and get 
out.
